THE GREAT DEAL, 
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A DEFECTIVE BRIDGE CAUSES A 
HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


@Pescenger Traio on the Bos'on and Providencs Raii- 
rosd Shattered to Splinters-Thirty-three 
Persons Killed and Cwice}that Number 
Wounded- Scenes at the Wreck. 


Boston, Mass., March 14—A heavily loaded 
passenger train on the Boston and Providence 
railroad met with a terrible accident at seven 
o’clock this morning, between Roslindale and 
Forestville. Five cars fell through a bridge. 
Thirty-thiee persons were killed. The bridge 
is comparatively anew one and the accident 
was caused by a truck of one of the cars giving 
away, causing the car to strike against an 
abutment of the bridge. The smoking car, 
after it ‘ll, cacght fire, but the fire depart- 
mort was promptly on hand and prevented 
any spread of the flames. 

The bed esof the dead have all been removed 
of the wounded are at hospitals and 
seme have been taken home.°

people, aud most intense excitement prevails 
amony iner fiiends, who are anxious to learn 
the names of these killed and injured.

The accident occurred on the Dedham branch 
of the Boston and Providence raiiroad,between 
Forest Hill and Roslindale, at what is known 
as Bussey park bridge. The seven o'clock 
train from Dedham, consisting of seven cars 
and a beggage car, under charge of Conductor 
Tilden, broke through the bridge. The engine 
and three oars went over safely, but the five 
others 

FELL THROUGH THE BR 
to the road beneath, a distance of thirty feet. 
Theiast car, which was the smoker, turned 
completely over and struck on tep the othars, 
all being crushed almost out of shape. The 
cause of the accident is said to have been the 
bieaking of the bridge. 

Twenty seven dead bodies have been iijenti- 
fied. There areat the morgue the bodies of 
three menand two women which as yet re- 
main unidentified. 

Thercene of the accident is about a mile 
from Jamaica Plain,where the main line of the 
Boston and Providence railroad branches off to 
the left to Readville and Providence, whils to 
the right runs,in a sweeping curve, the Ded- 
ham branch. Thisarmis built through a val- 
Jey, and the embankweni for a luug dtatance 18 
ahigh one. South street, which leaves \ecw- 
ton stieet near Buzzey woods, runs diagonally 
to the track of the branch, and it was iato this 
cut that the cars of the train plunged from the 
bridge which crossed it. It has been stated 
that owing to the peculiar arrangement of the 
abutment of the bridge it was really weakest 
on the concave side of the curve, where the 
heaviest strain was experienced. 

ALL OFF BUT THE ENGINE. 

The train was a local one, heavily laden with 
people. a majority of whom work in Boston 
and live in suburban villages. It was com- 
posed of seven passenger and one baggage car 
andesgine. The engine and three cars passed 
tafely over the bridge, but when the fourth 
car went down it drew back the three which 
had crossed the bridge and which broke loose 
from the engine, thus leaving the engine alone 
standing insafety upon the track. Tho en- 
gineer immediately ran his engine to the near- 
est station and telegraphed the news to the 
railroad officials. Messengers summoning sur- 
gical assistance were sent ont on horseback, 
surgecns were at once in attendance aud tho 
injured pissengers received prompt attention. 

In the meantime a force of men set te work 
to relieve those who were pinned under the 
wreck, and a wrecking train was made up, and 
at once scnt tothescene, One hundred and 
fifty mattresses were obtained at the city hos- 
pital and eeut to the scene of theaccident by a 
special train, which also carried a large num- 
bor of surgeons. 

The bridge evidently gave way when the 
fourth car was passing over it. The five rear 
cars went though to the roadway, landing 
in a mass of splinters in the street. The strain 
of the five falling cars pulled the three cars in 
adyance from the rail. They remained on top 
the of embankment, but were pulled off their 
trucks aud the floor of each was forced nearly 
to the roof, while 

SEATS WERE JUMBLED TOGETUER 
in great confusion. The end of the second 
<oach was a mass of splintere, caused by a car 
head grinding against it when the others went 
down the embankment. 

The third coach was flattened to the ground 
as if it had fallen on its trucks from a great 
height, although it remained on the edge of 
the embankment. The roof of the fourth car 
also remained on the embankment, having ev- 
identiy been torn clear from its fastenings 
Where the coach went through. The next four 
cars went down in a heap, the smoker, which 
‘was onthe rear of the train, falling in the 
midst of the coaches and being 

ACTUALLY GROUND INTO SPLINTERS. 

The inmates of the smoker were all either 
killed or injured, not one escaping without in- 
jury of some kind. Twe of the coaches weut 
Clear across the roadway, landing agaiast a 
Stone wall that bounded a large field at the 

foot of the hill. As the cars lie in their pres- 
ent location, they present a picture of such 
absolute demolition that it seems remark ible 
that any person in them escaped alive.

That the horrors of fire were not added to 


the tertibie disaster, was due to the prompt- 
hess with which relief was sent. A chemical 
engine from Roslindale was at the scene with- 
1 twenty minutes after the wreck occurred, 
brought by a letter carrier, who gave an alarm 
of fire upon observing the flames issuing from 
the denis. The flames were soon extingaish- 
ed, and the firemen then did excellent work in 
rescuing the injured. The stoves in all the

THE WORK OF RESCUERS. 


The only person known to have been an eye- 
witness of the disaster, who was not on the 
train, was J. H. Lennon, a fish dealer, whose 
stable wason ahill just above the bridge. 
Lennon was harnessing his team when the 
train eame along, and he tarned to see it pass. 
He was borror-struck when he saw the -train 
take its awful plunge through the bridge. For 
a moment, Lennon gays, there was porfect 
quiet, and then the cries of the injared were 
heard issuing from the = debris. Seiz- 
ing an ax from the _ barn Len- 
non started for the wreck, which 
he reached ina moment. He climbed intoa 
window of one of the coaches that had landed 
against the stone wall and set to work to re- 
lease those persons who had been pinned down 
by broken timberr. Lennon, with his ax, re- 
leased four men who were badly hurt and 
handed them out of the window to other men 
who had come to the rescue. Healso handed 
out the bodies of two dead women, one of 
whom was nearly decapitated and had both 
arms severed from her body. 

During all this time Lennon says the shricks 
of the wounded and the groans of the dying 
made a pardemonium sround him, In the 
meantime, other passengers from the coaches 
that had remained on top of the embankment, 
and who had escaped serious injury, had 

joined in the work of rescue. 

In a short time a corp3 of reseners and: sur- 
geons were at the scene. As the dead were 
removed they were laid in a row on the stone 
wall, while the wounded were Jaid on cushions 
which were hastily gathered together. 

Ambulénces and hacks had been sent from 
the city within halfan hour after the disaster 
occurred, and as these conveyances reached the 
scene they were at once started back to the city 
Jaden with the dead, bound to the city morgue, 
or with the injured destined for the hospital. 
A large number of the injured were also taken 
to residences in the vicinity, while others were 
cent to the depois at Fores Hill and Roslin- 
dale. These passengers who escaped serious 
injury sud were able to proceed were taken to 
the junction at Forest Hill and were forwarded 
to their destination in the city proper. 

A PASSENGER'S STORY 

George Sanford, of Roslindale, was id the 
second car of the wrecked train. He told the 
following story of his experience. -He said: 

“J took the train at Roslindale with my 
mother. We were sitting in the middle of the 
second car. There was absolutely nothng to 
give premonition of the disaster. All at once 
there wasaciash, a deafning noise, a moment 
or twoof the gronnuding of timbers, and then 
for a moment all was still. 
It had come with such awful

‘When the crash came our heads were banged 
against the roof, while the seats were strewn 
about everywhere. Many people were under 
the seats and some were crushed between them. 
Directly in front of us sat a man named Ryan, 
one of my neighbors in Roslindale. We were 
conversing with- him at the moment of the 
erash. Ryan was half turned in his seat as he 
talkcd, and a moment after the wreck, when I 
saw him again. he was actually run throughand 
through by splinters from the bottom of the 
cer. My motherand I were fastened in be- 
tween our seats and Ryan’s, but I managed to 
break off Ryan's seat and release ourseives. 
My mother had fainted and at first I 
thought she was dead. I pulled her out 
through a window and she soon revived in the 
open air. I then secured a carriage and sent 
ber home and devoted myself to helping re- 
lease other passengers. The sight among the 
debris was horrible. There 8 many people 
dead, pinned down by timbers; many wound- 
ed, and all were horribly mangled. I saw one 
man working like a Trojan to help the others. 
The top of his scalp and his left ear were near- 
ly torn from his head and he was covere( with 
bleod, but he did not realize it. After all-had 
been removed from the car he was workiog 
in, some one told him that he must be badly 
hurthimself. Hesaid hethought not. That 
he had only received a scratch. He put his 
band t> his head, and the next momeut 
fainted away and was conveyed toa neighbor- 
ing house. Hewas preity badly hurt. The 
train was running at a good speed, but had 
slowed up some as it meared the junction at 
Forest Hiil. The quickness with which the 
crash came was remarkable. It came in an in- 
stant, like a flash of lightning.”’ 
THE DIFFICULTY IN GETTING THE LIST. 
It has been impossible, up to this evening, 
to obtain a correct and complete list of the 
killed and wounded, owing to the fact that 
immediately after the catastrophe occurred, its 
victims were hastily removed from the scene 
and in such widely diverse directions that it is 
extremely difficult to trace them all correctly. 
Some of the injured were at once conveyed to 
their homes; others were taken to hospitals, 
while othersstill found temporary shelter in 
residences in the immediate neighborhood. 
Seme of the dead—majority of them in fact— 
were brought to the city hospital morgue, but 
were others taken to 
the dipots ef Roslindale, Forrest Hill 
end Canterbury. The agents of the rail- 
way company are now diligently at work en- 
deavoring to compile compiete statistics of the 
calamity, and a fuli list of casualties will doubt- 
less be furnished at the earliest practicable

THE RRIDGE ENTIRELY DESTROYED. 


A curious feature of the disaster is found in 
the fact that the entire bridge went down 


nothing to indicate that a bridge had onte 
spanned the abyes. The wreck of the bridge 
lay onder the debris of the train, almost con- 
pletely shut cut from view. Lying by tue 
side of one of thesplintered cars was one of the 
main iron girders of the bridge which showed 
a clean new fractare through its entire breadth, 
at the point of the junction of two of ite parts. 
This gisder was composed of two parailel 
plates of heavy wrought iron, connect- 
ed by braces of wrought iron 
and the whole securely boltei. The opinion is 
generally expressed by those who have person- 
ally inspected the wreck that the breaking of 
this girder was the undoubted cause of the dis- 
aster. But there is much doubt as to the cause 
of the breaking of the girder. It has been 
stated by some that there was a jarring and 
bumping sensation just previous to the crash, 
which gives color to the theory that the fourth 
car, the first to go through the bridge, was de- 
railed and thrown from its tracks to the ties of 
the bridge with such force as to canso ifs heavy 
iron supporters to give way.

HORRORS OF THE WRECK. 
The broken axie and broken rail theories 
find supporters, but the wreck of the bridge 
sud cars 1s eo complete that it is doubtful if it 
can ever be determined just what caused the 
disaster. The bridge was built fifteea years 
ago, aud during the past ten years has been re- 
paired three times, the original wooden trusses 
baving been replaced with iron girders some 
ten years ago. Workmen have becn bus ly en- 
gaged all Gay in removing the debris from the 
street aud from the enbankment. Neo attempt 
was made to save any portioa of the 
train. At alate hour in the day, 
as the work of removingthe wreck was pro- 
ercssing, additionalevidences were found of 
the terrible nature of the disaster. In some 
places were fragments of flesh or pieces of 
clothing which had belonged to S>me victim, 
whose remains had been previously removed 
to the worgue. There was blood over every- 
thing, scarcely a splinter being removed that 
was not stained with the blood of victims. 
Most of the pieces of clothing found were from 
gaiments of women, the number of whom on 
the train was much larger than that of men, 
and the fatality among them proportionately 
greater. In one piace the bodies of seven 
women were taken out in a row, all horribly 
mangied. 
One wcman was 
CUT COMPLETELY IN TWO, 
the upper half of her body being found. A 
pathetic sight was that of two girls with arms 
arcund one another, clinging together in the 
embra@ of death. Both had been kiiled by 
blows upon the head. In many instances axes 
and crowbars were necessary in order to free 
persous who were pivioned in the wreck. In 
two cases it was necessary to cut two of the 
hodies in crder to getthem out. They were 


already crushed outof any semblance to hu: |

One old lady was taken fromacar uninjar- 
ed, but with her clothing torn to shreds and 
presenting generally a forlorn appearance. She

Mr. Garrett Appears in Washington, and Talks t> 


Senator Gorman-The Negotiations 8:ill Ua-

WASHINGTON, March 14.—[Special.]—The 
latest and most authentic statement of the 
Baltimore and Ohio deal is contained in to- 
day’s Baltimore Sun. It is accepted by the 
railroad officials in Washington as coming di- 
rect from headquarters. This report is deci- 
dedly different from the others which are fiy- 
ing over the cotutry, but I think it will stand 
the test of the full development. The Sun’s 
statement summarized, is as follows: 

ist. That the deal practically has been made, 
and with about the same parties to the agree- 
ment that was given to the public last week. 
There has been something of a change in the 
plan of negotiating the transaction, but the 
results will be about the same. The people 
who are interested in the West Point Termiaal 
company and the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem of railroads are in it. 

2. It is alleged that the new concern will 
not be deterred by the opposition that may be 
made to the use of the road between Philadel- 
phia sand New York. In the near futare the 
Reading railroad will_be reorganized and will 
keep off the coal lands, leased lines and fixed 
charges that now weigh-itdown. When it 
comes forth rehabilitated, the Reading will 
doubtless be in shape to make contracts with- 
out rival interference.

When it was discovered that those inter- 
ests were opposed to the deal, instead of being 
active in favor and support of it, Mr. Snily’s 
backing deserted him. One of the friends who 
would have taken a large interest in the 
scheme if it had been assured of success, re- 
matked to THkr CONSTITUTION correspondent 
today: 

“The simple result of the negotiations is the 
widely advertised fact that the Baltimore and 
Qhio railroad is for sale. It is natural thata 
gocd many people will devote some attention 
to the property, and make some calculations as 
toits value.

The people of Baltimore, apparently, 
held itin high estimation, and they ought 
rightfully to do the financiering for it. Per- 
haps some one will want to buy the control, 
but the next owner will get it at some reduc- 
tion from the price recently named.” 

A statement was published today that tho 
opposition telegraph companies had been

Burglary Througtoutthe State—She Couldo’t Ford 
the River- Beaten About the Head-—A Horre 
Thief’s Bifort for a Second Term-Skall 
Crushing in Laurens—A Murderer,

Elsie Phinizy, charged with stealinga hog, ) 
escaped from Chattooga jail Saturday evening. 
She tried to ford the river, and finding it 
deeper than she thought, concluded to return 
to custody, which she did. 

Andy Harris was arrested in D+wson county 
last week for the murder of Andy Howard, 
which occurred in Yellow Creek distri >t re- 
cently. There are more implicated in the act 
who will probably be arrested very soon. 

One night last week a raid was made by 
some negroes on the smokehouce of Mr. Ab 
Wilson, deputy sheriff of Polk county. They 
carried off sixteen pieces of meat. Two 
negroes have been arrested. One gave bond 
and the other is in jail. 

A short while ago a white woman, bearing a 
young babe in her arms, got off the up night 
passenger train in Cuthbert, and circulating 
amcng the colored population, tried to give the 
infant away. No one was willing to take it, 
and when the next train passed she boarded it 
and left for another place. 

Bill Wisenberry, 2 well known mulatto, was 
arrested in Waycross last week and lodged in 
jail, charged with being one of the paries 
who burglarized the store of J. J. McDonongh, 
in Pierce county. He was taken by Sheriff 
Williamson to Blackshear for safe keeping 
until Pierce superior cours. 

A negro, near Troup factory, having recently 
served a term of five years in the penitentiary 
for horse stealing, stole another horse from Mr. 
Ferry, at Troup factory, a few days since. The 
negro has been captured and placed in jail. 
He states that the reason of the theft was he 
desired to get back into convict labor; likes it 
better than free labor and wants some one to 
write to his former boss. 

In Millen, at Perkins & (Co’s. drug store, a 
difficulty occurred between Mr. T. J. Wells and 
Colonel Haddon, in which Mr. Wells was shot 
and Colonel Haddon severely beaten abont the 
head with a bickory stick. If the second shot 
fired by Haddon had not struck one of the 
show cases and epent its force, it would in all 
probability bave been fatal. 

In Randolph county, one Boss Price, colored, 
after having parted from his wife several 
months ago, returned last Sunday and cut his 
wife’s throat, though not deep enough to cause 
desth instantly. She crawled to the residence 
of Mr. George W. Dozier and reported the cir- 
cumstances to the family, saying Boss had left 
immediately. Mr. Dozier summoned help and 
started in pursuit of the would-be murderer, 


James Dryer, colored, in Darien, was com- 
mitted by Justice Walker for burglary, as prin- 
cipal in the second degree, and Wilson Young 
was committed as accessory after the fact, of 
the same burglary. Both gave bond. These, 
together with Alexander LeConte, principal, 
committed, and now in jail, are the parties 
accused in the A. H. Brown robbery, on the 6th 
of February. The Elisha McDonald robbery is 
stili unearthed. 

Monday morning Sheriff Maxwell, of Ogle- 
thorpe county, arrested one Rev. Gus Wilson, 
colored, charged with theft. About day that 
morning the said reverend gentleman passed 
by Mr. W. D. Banks's yard, and seeing 4n ax 
lying convenient that suited his fancy, he cab- 
baged it. He now proposes to convert every 
inmate of the jail, and Sheriff Maxwell has 
given him a Bible to assist in his proposed 
work. 

The burglars seem to be especially interested 
in Barnesville just now. They do not regard 
race or color in their raids. Friday night of 
Jast week they forced their way into Monroe 
Laster’s store, on Market street, but were very 
moderate in their demands. Saturday night 
they entered Calvin White’s premises, and did 
not appropriate much. Monday they raided 
Mr. E, A. Parker’s wina,.2l!*nofy ‘rnd nse 
winter and a quantity of wine. 

At Valdosta, a plantation seven miles below 
Dublin, Joe Hudson, a drunken negro, twice 
stabbed Stephen Daniel, another negro, Oue 
wound was in his head immediately back of 
the lefte :r, and the otherin the back. The 
wound inthe head is considered dangerous, 
the knife penetrating the skull, and the re: 
covery of the wounded negro is uncertain. 
Stephen Daniel was retreating and begging his 
assailant not to kill him when he was stabbed. 
Joe Hudson has not been arrested. 


B. F. Mason, marshal of Waldo, Fla., accom- 
panied by H. Tillis, arrived in Waynesville, in 
search of two negro desperadoes who had mur- 
dered a gentleman and bis wife two weeks ago 
near Waldo. In attempting to arrest them 
they opened fire upon the posse, and fought 
desperately. Mr. Tillis was shot in the head. 
One of the negroes was killed, the other, after 
being shot, made bis escape, but was arrested 
Jater. He was taken to Brunswick, then to 
Waldo. When arrested he had $150 in cash, 
one fine gold watch, and double barrel gan 
taken from the murdered man. 


The Americus Recorder says that John Bel- 
vin, a colored porter, went before Justice 
Stubbs and swore out a warrant for the arrest 
of Ellis Dennard, charging him with burglary. 
Ellis was promptly arrested and brought be- 
fore the court for a preliminary hearing, while 
Jubn went forth to summons his witnesses, 
The justice waited several hours for Joha’s re- 
turp, and as the prisoner and crowd began to 
grow impat eut he finally sent a bailiff to look 
upthe tardy plaintiff. Several hours more 
elapsed and the crowd were on the point of 
adjourning sine die, when the hailiff returned 
with the information thatthe prosecutor had 
jest eloped with the prisoner's wife and were 
last seen abont two miles from town and 
hexded towards Webster county. This puta 
different light on the whole affair and the 
prisoner was forthwith dismissed, whereupon 
he put on bis war. paint, dug up the tomahawk 
aud started in quest of the guilty pair. 

The particulars of a shooting affray which 
occurred at Reck Spring, Monroe county, Fri- 
day, have been received. Mr. Tom Hall is a 
prosperous farmer of Rock Spring, and on his 
ferm are employed several tenants. Friday 
Mr. Hall went to Forsyth on business. When 
he returned latein the afternoon he found that 
Jessie Darden, one of the hands, had loafed 
away histime. Calling Darden, Mr. Hall told 
him that his work was very un:atisfactory, and 
in fact had done nothing at all. Jessie gave 
him the lie and strnck at him with a knife. 
Mr. Hall rushed to the house, secured his gun, 
and fired at Darden just as he got within a few 
feet of the steps. Darden fell, but immediately 
grose, and advanced again, when Hall ordered 
him to stop or he would kill him. Jessie thea 
turned and‘Yan away. Later in the night he 
returned and seemed to be snffering great pain. 
Examination was made, and it was found that 
Darden was wounded in the stomach. Mr. 
Hall summoned a physician who pronounced 
the wounds painful but not dangerous.

A Confederate Soldier's Remarkable Tribute 
to a Brave Boy in Biue. 

Granp Rapips, Mich., March 6.—To the 

Editor: In these days when the journals are 

filled with accounts of “great deeds done by 

great men,” let me tell you of my expericace 

and of my hero, In March, 1865, near Laurel 


: 


Hill, in North Carolina, I,a member of the | 


First Georgia Infantry, fell with a bullet 
through my arm in a skirmish with Kilpat- 
rick’s cavalry. The same bullet entered my 
side and broke one of my ribs. Night was 
close at hand, and, lying in a lonely place, 
I stood emall chance of receiving aid. 
In this situation I was found bya band of 
errillas or bushwhackers, those vultares ia 
uman form who plundered the dead and 
dying on both sides alike. My wateh was 
what they stopped for. Then my pockets were 
rifled and a gold locket containing my Wife's 
picture appropriated. I remonstrated ia vain, 
and finally threatened vengeance if I lived. 
This maddened the leader, and, coming close 
to me, with a fearful oath he said: “Kill the 
fouland stop his clamor,” Judge of my con- 
sternation when in the speaker I recognized 
Jobn M., my lifelong and mortal enemy on ac- 
count of a f ud I need not describes here. The 
recognition was mutual, and he drewa revol- 
ver abd was about to fire, when one of his men 
said: “Captain, don’t shoot here; we are too 
close to the Yanks!’ 

“Well, then, bring a halter and hang the car, 
for he shail not escape me,’’ he said. 

His men, five besides himself, hastened to 
obey, a.d, despite my demonstrations, soon 
hed me under # tree with aneose abeut my 
neck and the repe over alim> drawn so tight 
as tu almost strangle me.

His loag 
bair hung curling almost to the collar of his 
jacket, and to me he looked as handsome asa 
woman and weloume as an angel. My first 
thought was a joyful hope of deliverance. My 
next, as I saw ne was alone, a feeling of regret 
that one se fair and bold had come to al avst 
certein death, 1] was not long in suspense. 


| “Great Scotland !” he shouted. “Whatare you 
| cowardly curs up to? Let that man loose; for 
sheme, (0 hang a wounded man!” The six 


1ufians drew their pistols, but their leader's 
voice cautioned them against firing. With a 
bound the strange horseman was beside me, 
and with the butt of his pistol he felled the 
man who held the rope. M.’stemper get the 
better of his fears then, and he fired the first 
shot. Then my deliverer turned facing the 
group, aud again shouting “Great Scotland!” 
he rece right among them, firing witha pistol 
in cach bund. Talk about fighting! I teil 
you that fair-faced, curly-haired yankee boy 
was like nothing else so much as a hurricane 
turned jloose! Before the man he had 
knocked down had recovered from the blow 
the other five were all down before his fire, 
aud as No. 6 got on his feet and started to run 
the little gray was after him likea shot. A 
second blow brought him tothe ground, and

But I am away behind the column now, and 
must get you out of this quick and go 0a.” 

He tossed me into his saddle as though I 
had been a child, mounted with mo and took 
MA 1O FOMeA Negra cabine olose hy, whee ha laf 
me, with strict injunctions to the darkias To 
care forme. I think he gave the negroes 
money; anyhow, they nursed me until I could 
travel, gave me citizen’s clothes, and eventual- 
ly I pot back to the wife I left, fully determin- 
ed never to fight against the “yankees” again, 
and I never did. was reported killei in 
action, and never tried to have the mistake 
rectified during the war. 

As the brave little fellow turned to leave me 
I begged to know his name. He laughed and 
said it was no matter, but I pleaded for it, and 
on a piece of a letter he penciled an addréss 
and put it in my pocket. The blood from my 
wound partly obliterated it, but it still 
shows: “D. Hurlbut, Company D, U. 5S. 
S.” Idon’t know what state troops these 
may be, or whether my deliverer ba living 
ordesd. But he was andis the bravest and 
kindest man I ever saw, an! as good a fighter 
as ever rede ‘a horse in either army. 

My wife and [ revere his memory as we 
would asaint’s and my children have been 
taught to pray for blessings on his head. I 
have traveled much, and now am going home. 


| if any one seeing this can give me his addrais, 
| or tell me what his fate was, I shall be very 


giad to hear. But I fear that one so almost 


| recklessly bold as to risk what he risked for 


me, astranger, and a confederate soldisr at 
that. hardiy cscaped death in battle,

Coal-Tar Sugar. 

Now that it is settled that our leaf lard is 
to be made from pure cotton-seed oil, instead 
of from kerosene, let us turn our attention 
to something new. For instance, there is 
saccharin, a substance that has reeently been 
extracted from coal tar. 

Saccharin appears to be a very curious 
substance indeed, Its discovery was the re- 
sult of some investigations set on foot by 
Professor Remsen, of the Johns Hopkins 
university, of Baltimore. Mr. Constantine 
Fahlberg, working under Professor Remsen’s 
directions, obtained from coal tar a new 
compound which received the name of *‘ben- 
zoie sulphinide.’’ This compound is the 
saccharin of today. its sweetness is much 
more intense than that of cane-sugar. 

This discovery proved to be the type of a 
new series of organic compounds which are 
still under investigation at the Johns Hop- 
kins university, but F. W. Clarke, of the 
United States geological survey, writes to 
the Epoch that they have no relation what- 
ever to the sugars. One member of the 
group, very recently discovered, is as sweet 
as saccharin when first placed on the tongue, 
but an intense bitterness, comparable to 
that of strychnine,-soon follows as an after 
taste. 

Mr. Clarke says’;that the extraordinary 
sweetness of the benzoic sulphinide naturally 
suggested the question of its possible util- 
ity, either directly, or as an improver of the 
less sweet glucose. This question has been 
worked up by Fahlberg independently, who 
has secured patents, has made the substance 
widely known under its new popular name, 
and has begun, apparently, its manufacture 
upon a commercial scale. 
upon experiment that the sulphinide is 
physiologically inert, passing through the 
system unaltered and doing no injury to the 
eater. Its cost must be considerable, how- 
ever; many times over that of sugar, pound 
for pound: but its intense sweetening power 
partly offsets the expense of making. The 
diabetic patient, to whom sugar is danger- 
ous, can use saccharin with impunity; and 
his life, therefore, need no longer be devoid 
of literal and material sweetness. Further- 
more, saccharin appears to be a powerful 
antiseptic, so that it may be used in place of 
sugar, though in much smaller quantities, 
for the preservation of fruit. It may also 
serve to conceal the tasteless adulterants of 
sugar in candies, jellies, syrups, etc., and for 
other like purposes of discreditable charac- 
ter. Asan adjunct to sugar it is likely to 
have positive value; as a substitute, it can 
hardly affect the sugar industry at all. 

Mr. Clarke suggests that from one point 
of view the discovery of saccharin has pecu- 
liar interest. The study of coal tar, its 
products and derivatives has, as everybody 
knows, led to the discovery of many useful 
substances and to the creation of new and 
important industries. The aniline dyes are 
a casein point. Thus far the work of inves- 
tigation bas been mainly carried on in the 
European universities, where most of the 
diseoveries of economic importance have 
been made. This particular discovery is the 


first of its kind having technological value 
youmauri wis country, and if is a direct 


fruit of the research system cultivated at 
the Johns Hopkins university. It is an off- 
spring of pure science—science followed tor 
its own sake—and of the policy which re- 
gards a university asa place in which knowl- 
edge should be not merely distributed but 
produced. Kontine or ultra practical meth- 
ods of instruction cannot yield the highest 
results, for scientific discoveries a3 such 
must be made before they can be applied.

Ifa man thinks that he 
can guzzle it, and at the same time pose as 
a genuine prohibitionist he is guilty ofan 
inconsistency; that all the world will see, 
whether he sees it or not. The total absti- 
nence apostle who makes a beverage of gin- 
ger ale is playing with fire. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the movement of the cot- 
ton crop, says thatup to Friday night the 
total receipts have reached 72,953 bales, 
against 79,951 bales last week, 95,013 bales 
the previous week and 86,582 bales three 
weeks since; making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1886, 4,929,138 bales, 
against 4,669,431 bales for the same period 
of 1885.86, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1886, of 259,707 bales. 

The exports for the same period reach a 
total of 81,472 bales, of which 43,146 were 
to Great Britain, 594 to Franee and 37,732 
to the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the 
week are 564,200 bales. For 
immediate delivery the total sales foot up 
this week 1,821 bales, including 300 for ex- 
port, 1,521 for consumption——-for specula- 
tion and in transit. Of the above,—— 
bales were to arrive. The impoats into con- 
tinental ports for the same period have been 
48,000 bales. 

There has been a decrease in the cotton 
receipts to Friday night of 79,591 bales as 
compared with the same {date of 1886, an 
increase of 188,395 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1885, and] a de- 
crease of 214,529 bales as compared with 
1884. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 27,477 bales and are tonight 
181,911 bales less than at the same period 
Jast year. The receipts at the same towns 
have been 2,864 bales less than the same 
week last year, and since September 1 the 
receipts at all the towns are 62,542 bales 
more than for the same time in 1895-86. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
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since September 1, 1886, were 5,118,040 
bales ; in 1885-86 |were 5,075,317 bales; in 
1284-85 were 4,653,398 bales, Although 
the receipts at the outports the past week 
were 72,953 bales, the actual movement 
from plantations was only 43,924 bales, the 
balance being taken from the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 41,- 
457 bales and for 1885 they were 24,554 
bales. 

The increase in amount in sight from the 
plantations, as compared with last year, is 
93,822 bales, the increase as compared with 
1884-5 is 656,093 bales and the increase over 
1883-84 is 719,021 bales. 

With respect to the Indian cotton move- 
ment, Bombay appears to show an increase 
compared with last yearin the week’s re- 
ceipts of 11,000 bales, and an increase in 
shipments of 16,000 bales, and the ship- 
ments since January 1 show an increase of 
14,000 bales. The movement from the ports 
other than Bombay is 500 bales more than 
the same week last year. 3 

The weekly consumption in Europe is 
now 138,000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
against 134,000 bales of the same weight at 
the corresponding time last year. The total 
spinners’ stocks in Great Britain and on the 
continent have increased 204,000 bales dur- 
ing the month, and are now 292,000 bales in 
excess of last season. — 


Another Railway Horror. 

The account given in our telegraphic col- 
umns of the accident: on the Boston and 
Providence railroad, is fully as shocking as 
the story of the great disaster in Vermont 
several weeks ago. 

Fortunately in .this instance the death- 
dealing car stove was headed off before it 
could put in its work, but there was, in re- 
ality, very little left for it todo. After |the 
smoker had been piled upon the four cars 
under it, crushing them into splinters, and 
grinding the passengers into a mass of broken 
bones and pulp, it would have been difficult 
to add to the horrors of the situation. 

Several points are worthy of consideration 
by the experts who are endeavoring to di- 
minish the perils of railway travel. The 
engineer was presumably all right. The 
bridge was comparatively new. A car truck 
gave way, precipitating the car against an 
abutment, The bridge could not stand the 
tremendous shock, and fell in, carrying five 
cars with it. If each ear had been inspected 
before starting on this run, there would have 
been no breaking down of the truck, no col- 
lision with the abutment, no giving way of 
the bridge, no slaughter of the scores of per- 
sons now reported in the list of the dead. 

We would not seek to convey the impres- 
sion that railway travel is now accompanied 
by a greater number of fatalities than was the 
case in the past. The fact must be borne in 
mind that more trains are running, and more 
people are traveling. Statistics show that 
the number killed and injured on the rail 
makes a smaller per centage of the traveling 
public than the record showed some years 
ago. This is some comfort, but the problem 
of comparatively safe transit still remains to 
be solved. 


A Few Strange Facts 
In a collection of statistics based upon the 


last census we find the following points of 


interest : 

The total population of the union, as given in 
round numbers, is maies, 25,518,000; females, 24,- 
036,000. The total anual deaths were, males, 591,- 
000; females, 364,000. In proportion to the popula- 
tion, 268,000 women should have died to maintain 
the same relative mortality with the men. 

Of the defective classes there were of idiots 45,- 
000 males and 31,000 females. In proportion there 
should have been 5,€00 female idiots. Of the 
blind there were 26,000 males and 22,000 females. 
In proportion there should have been 214,000 blind 
women, 

Of the deaf mutes thee rwere 15,000 males and 
15,000 females. In proportion there should have 
been 17,000 deaf mute women. | 

In almshouses there were 35,000 men and 31,000 
women. In proportion there should haye been 33,- 
000 pauper women. 

In prisons there were 54,000 men and 5,000 women, 
To maintain the proportion there should have been 
50,000 women in prison or ten times as many as 
were. 

The only place where ihe weakuess of women 
was shown was inthe matter of insanity, the statis 
tics of which give 44,000 men and 47,000 women 
in public asylums, To maintain the relation there 
shoudl have been only 41,000insane women. When, 
however, it is considered how much cause for fe- 
male dementia is contributed by the men the small 
number of crazy women is notable. 

Evidently the women are not holding their 
own, but they outlive and bid fuir to out- 
number the men. 

The matter is worth looking into. An 
alarmed contemporary suggests that other 
nations of Amazons may yet make their 
appearance, but this is a purely fanciful ap- 
prehension. The Amazons of the past, the 
walrior women who lived and died like 
men, were made possible by destructive wars 
in which all the men of certain nations were 
exterminated. Under our modern civiliza- 
tion such a condition of things is manifestly 
impossible, but the superabundance of wo- 
men in the older countries, and their rap- 
idly growing strength in the United States 
will give the students of social problems 
something to think over. Do the statistics 
quoted support the popular doctrine of the 
survival of the fittest ?

King, whose duties take him all over the country, 
from Maineto Texas, isa keen observerof men 
and things. Mr. King, in conversation witha 
Democrat reporter, said that fAtlanta was now a 
thoroughly Icosmopolitan city of about 75,000 /in- 
habitants. It more closely resembled Kansas City, 
Mo,, and Schenectady, N, Y., than any other towns 
he knew of. The local option law now in effect in 
Georgia had produced some very interesting and 
peculiar effects. Hedid not consider that it haa 
been detrimental at all to the business prosperity 
of Atlanta. Prohibition in that city had been 
passed by a very small majority and there wasa 
good deal of opposition to it but no prospect of a 
change fortwo years, asthe citizens, under the 
“local option’”’ law, vote on the liquor question for 
that length of time. In Atlanta liquor was sold on 
the sly almost everywhere, although he did not 
think there was so much consumed as formerly. 
There were many ways of violating thelaw. A 
recent ‘‘wrinkle’ was for darky boys tocarry the 
coveted beverage in bottles carefully concealed in 
baskets to business offices, where the corn ‘‘juice’’ 
was disposed of to thirsty ccn-umers at a remunera- 
tive price. Some annoyance was caused by the 
numerous trials for violating the law. Those who 
were Caught seldom had the money to pay their 
fine, hence the jails were overcrowded. Atlanta 
was the only large city in the state where prohibi- 
tion prevailed. and most of the liquor consumed 
was brought from other cities which had voted in 
favor of license. In the smal! towns prohibition 
was rigidly enforced. 

Mr. King says that although Atlanta has no water 
power, forty-six per cent of her population are en- 
gaged inmanufacturing. The productsare of great 
variety.

Coulter began his career at fifteen in the raddle 
chasing steers, and this was his occupation 
life, except for about two years when he cast 
fortunes with the James-Younger crowd. He dia 
not like the business of holding up Stage coaches 
and railway trains, however, and returned to the 
cattle business. When sober, he was a pleasant, in. 
offensive fellow, but when drunk was desperate to 
the extreme and would commit the rashest of 
deeds, which would cost other men their liye, He 
ae —- foot of the country from the Mj 
to the Montana ranges, and had many re kable 
adventures. — 

On cne occasion he became invelved ina row in 
a Dcdge City saloon, and fought thirteen men ang 
got away without injury, During this fight two 
men were either killed or seriously wounded. Ip 
the row Coulter introduced what is knownag the 
back-action move—knocking one man down and 
shooting another at the sametime. This is done 
by striking a man in front with the stock of agun 
and shooting one in the rear. After this row the 
friends of some of the men who were injured 
started out to kill Coulter, but failed to come up 
with him. For a yearor two he he was very quiet 
and then sprang up at Wallace, by “rounding y ” 
the town and holding it for two days with four 
companions. 

During this raid Coulter wa'ked into a small eat. 
ing saloon, trequented by railway men, asa 
consumptive was eating a “graveyard stew,” ag 
milk toastis called in that section. The 
fellow was reclining against the wall and had 
raised a spoon to his mouth when Coulter shot it 
out of hishand. The young fellow turned to flee 
when Coulter called out to him to stop,and placing 
him near the wall, made a complete profile of his 
body with bullets, grazing the skin half a dozen 
times. 

On one occasion Coulter is said to have ridden 
370 miles without leaving the saddle. He was a 
firstclass cattle map, and was as brave as any who 
ever threw a lariat. Even after his body had been 
pierced with fourteen bullets in the fatal fight on 
Sunday,he managed to empty two guns and wound 
two men.

TWO FIRES THIS MORNING.

One in the Eastern and the Other in the 
Western Portion of the Oity. 


Two fires were raging in Atlanta this morn- 
ing when the clock strack two, one in the eas- 
tern portion ot the city, and one in the ex- 
treme western portion, and property valued 
at $3,500 was destoyed. 

THE FIRST FIRE. 

Shortly before two o’clock an alarm from 
bex 61, corner Wheat and Collins streets, 
called the de ent to Wheat street be- 
tween Butler and Calhoun. The fire was ina 
large frame tenement house, owned by Mus. 
Elizabeth Whitney, and occupied _- number 
of negro families. By the time the depart- 
ment arrived the house was almost entirely 
consumed, and all efforts to saye anything 
were useless. 

The fire originated in the office and drug 
store of Dr. I. L. Couch, at 101 Wheat street, 
and spread rapidiy to the other  por- 
tions of the building. There 
were eight or ten ne families 
living in the butlding, and all lost their entire 
housebold effects, some escaping with noth- 
ing more than theirnight clothes, The buaild- 
ing was a total loss. It was valued at between 
$2.500 and $3.0( 0, and was insured in the Con- 
tinental, J.C. Whitner’s agency, for $1,300. 
The cause of the conflagration is unknown. 
Dr. Couch claiming that he left no fire in his 
oftice when he left early in the evening, 

A GROCERY STORE BURNED.} 

The second alarm was rung about ten min- 
utes after two, and in a second almost the en- 
lire western portion of the city was brightly 
illpminated. Persons who saw the light were 
of the opinton that Boyd & Baxter's fur- 
niture factory orthe bridge works were on 
fire, so large was the blaze. The fire,fhowever, 
was further out. Gifford & Co.’s grocery store 
at G&9 Marietta street, near Wallace street was 
burning. The alarm called out steamer No. 3, 
which Sia not respond to the first call and the 
men were soon at the burning building. The 
store was a large one story frame building, and 
was stocked with a big invoice of goods. Wa- 
ter has not been supplied to that section of the 
city, and the firemen were almost pow- 
erlees. They did all they could, and by their 
hard work the fire was extinguished before 
the building was entirely destroyed. The 
stock was greatly damaged by removal, smoke 
and water. The origin of the fire is at present 
unknown. itis thought, however, that it was 
caused by “rats among the matches.” The 
building belonged to Mr. Dean and was worth 
$1,200, It was damaged fully $600. Gifford 
& Co., lost probably $1,000.

PROBABLY FATAL ACCIDENT. 


A Railroad Man Struck by a Western an«l

BACK FROM THE EAST. 


Governor Gordon and Attorney General An- 
derson Return From New York, 

Governor Gordon returned from New York 
on the Richmond and Danville train, yester- 
day afternoon, and was at once driven to his 
office in the state house, where he was found 
shortly afterward by a CONSTITUTION reporter, 
In response to an inquiry as to the outcome of 
his visit so far as it related to the affairs of the 
state, and the Spartanburg and Asheville rail- 
road, the governor said: 

“We met the parties whom we went to see— 
the West Point Terminal people, who contro! 
this road—and had a very satisfactory inter- 
view, learning their position and explaining to 
them ‘the position of the minority stock hold- 


ers. We found after a full conference, that 
it would be necessary for us 
to appoint a committee to as: 
certain additional facts in reference to 


the condition of the road, and the number and 
amount of damage suits against it still unset- 
tled. Jt was agreed, in view of this that we 
should have another meeting iater on,probably 
in Atlanta. 

“We hope to avoid the necessity of a suit in 
chancery, but allthe minority stockholders— 
among whomisthe state of Georgia—have 
come to an entire understanding among them- 
selyea as to their rights, and we have very lit- 
tle doubt of maintaining them.”’ 

“Tt is stated that yon have accepted an invi- 
tation to be present at the national drill, to be 
held im Washington in May,” remarked the 
reporter. , 

“'Tbat is not strictly correct,’ began the 
governor. ‘I had thought well of the gather- 
yng of the troupe from the different states, and 
hed expressed the wish that it might be possi- 
ble for me to be present, but said I would have 
to look into my public engagements before ac- 
cepting absolutely. The probability is that I 
shall not attend.”’ 

It has been definitely settled that Governor 
Gordon will attend the competitive drill in 
Macon, in May, and he fears that were he to 
accept the Washington invitation also, he 
might be compelled by press of business to dis- 
appoint the managers of the latter event. 

Hon. Clifford Anderson, attorney general, 
did not retarn with the governor, bat passed 
through the city on a later train, en route to 
Macon.

PARE FOR THE CDMING CAMPAIGN 


Captein J. W. English Is Re-Blected Chairman--Mr. 
E.W.Martin Succeeds Himeelf es Chairman 
Protem--Dr. Goldsmith Again Made SGec- 
retar y--Mr. Stephens Spevks. 


The board of police commissioners convened 
in regular session in their chamber at police 
headquarters last night. There were prisent 
Commissioner English, chairman, and Commis- 
sioners Martin, Goldsmith, Stephens and Broth- 
erton, and Mayor Cooper. 

The monthly reports of the chief, the station- 
house keeper: and the captains were presented, 
examined and approved. Bills amounting to 
$142.85 were handed in by the chief and were 
passed up. 

On the table in front of Mr. Stephens a copy 
of the Sunday Avalanche -was spread out, and 
asthe chief began handing in the bills Mr. 
Stephens opened the paper and commenced 
searching for something. Just as the last bill 
was handed ina smile made its appearance 
upon Mr. Stephens’s face, and as the bill was 
passed up, he remarked: 

“Mr. Chairman, I notice here in this shect 
quite a stery aboutsome money paid ont for 
bringing Barney Lee backfrom Macon and [ 
did not hear anything of itin those bills just 
prese nted.’ 

“That bill has been paid and passed into the 
city clerk’s hands,” answered Mr. English. 

“So this paper says. ButI thought it was 
necessary that the bill should be audited by 
this body before it is paid,” said Mr. Stephens. 

‘Not at all,” answered the chairman. 

“But isn’t there a law to that effect? Isn’t 
there an ordinance or a rule of something that 
makes it necessary to examine all bills before 
they are paid?” asked Mr. Stephens, picking up 
a copy of the cify code and beginning a search 
of the index. 

“These isarule which requires this body to 
pass up all bills touching the regular expenses 
of this department. ‘bat was an ,incidental,’ 
and under a resolution recently passed by this 
board, the power has been delegated to the 
ebhals man to sign those ‘incidental expens3 
bills.’ Thebill was presented tome and signed 
aud then turned in by the chief to the city 
clerk as that much money.”’ 

“Bnt I see here,” said Mr. Stephens, ‘‘that 
one dollar was given Barney Lee with which 
he bought whisky and five dollars for his ser- 
vices. Is that true?’ 

“Not at all. Chief, I wish you would get 
these bills and bring them to the board,” said 
the chairman, addressing Chief Connolly. 

The chief left the chamber to secare the 
bills, and as he walked out the chairman said: 

“In enforcing the prohibition law it is nec- 
esaary for the officers to spend a little money 
occasionally, and the cbief has been instructed 
to furnish them with it.”’ 

“Well, I want to know, that’s all,” said Mr. 
Stephens. ‘“‘Now, this sheet criticises you, as 
chairman, for paying the bill, and I want to 
know how the money was spent.”’ 

The chief walked in with the bills in his 
band, and when the,board passed it the bill 
was:

Her Mother Callie At the Home toSree Her--An Pffec- 
ing Meeting Ensues--Mrs. Belcber Positively 
Befusesto KRetrn to Her Husband's 
House--A Ramor ofher Suicide.

Early yesterday morning a lady 
called at police headquarters and securing an 
interview with Chief Connolly, stated that 
she was Mrs. Belcher’s mother. The 
lady gave her name as Mrs. Handy, 
and asked the chief to permit her to see her 
daughter. Mrs. Handy stated that she wanted 
to bring about a reconciliation if possible, and 
appeared to be greatly distressed. Chief Con- 
nolly could see no reason for refusing Mrs. 
Handy’s request, and went with her. to the 
home. The me eting between the mother and 
daughter was quite affecting. They embraced 
one another, and aftera cry began talking. 
The mother used every argument in her power 
to induce her danghter to return to her home, 
but she positively refused to do so, asserting 
that shecould not stand her husband’s ill- 
treatment. Mrs. Belcher went so far as to de- 
clare that she would kill herself before she 
would go back to herhusband. She consented, 
however, to remain at the home fora short 
ln e. 

Later in the day another lady, a friend of 
Mrs. Belcher, cailed at the home and begged 
the Jady to return tober home. The lady was 
a part cular friend of Mrs. Belcher and the 
conversation between them was such as friends 
only indulgein. The lady, however, was una- 
ble to induce Mrs. Belcher to change her mind. 

Scen afier the lady left Mrs. Belcher enterad 
Mrs. Irby’s room and sat down. She appeared 
to be in a deep study, and thinking that hor 
guest would like to be alone, the matron 


walked ont of the room. =~ In & 
short time some one entered the 
mom and discovered Mrs. Belcher 


lying upon a lounge in an insensible condition 
The alarm was given and Mrs.‘Irby was 
quickly beside the woman. At first Mrs. Irby 
thought her charge was feigning insensibility. 
She caught her by the nose soas to prevent 
breathing, and for a minute waited to see the 
result. The woman did not appear to be at 
all conrcious of what was going on, and in a 
sho:it time Mrs. Irby became alarmed. She 
bed heard Mrs. Belcher threaten t6 kill her- 
self, and, fearing that she had attempted to 

cary out her threat, Mrs. Irby sent a messen- 
ger to police headquarters informing 
Chief Connolly that Mrs. Belcher had 
tiicd to commit suicide. The chief sent 
for physicians, and in a few minutes Dr. Van 
Goidtsnoven was at the home. The doctor 
experienced considerable trouble in producing 
consciousness, but finaliy succeeded. He couid 
not determine in his mind whether Mrs. 
Belcher bad taken an cpiate or not. As soon 
as the lady was able to talk, however, she 
affirmed most positively that she had not taken 
anything to kill hérself. 

Mrs. Irby, the matron of the home, has had 
more experience with persuns in trouble than 
any one in town and is generally considered 
authority touching such cases as the one she 
now bas in hand, She was asked yesbeiiiiey 
what she thought of the case. 

“Why,” said she, “I bardly know yet what 
I think about it. Mrs. Belcher isa woman of 
most excellent sense. She is, I am satisfied, a 
thoroughly good woman, and is doing just 
what she thinks is right; but whether she is 
right or not in leaving her husband I cannot

“Will she go back?” 

“IT think net. Ifshe does I will be aston- 
ished, because she has been so firm in her re- 
fusal.to go back.

On gesterday the board of 
stewards of the church met, in a¢cordance with 
an agreement entered into on Sunday, and 
decided to give the matter a carefal, full and 
thoreugh investigation.. The board took no 
further action yesterday. and will meet again 
today.
